CURE MUST BE FOUND 

The now and higher unemployment fig- 
ures, running counter to the normal season 
±1 trend, are genuine causa for. concern, 

When unemployment amounts to fl per 
cent or more of tho total work force, most 
eeonomists and labor specialists believe the 
danger signals are up. Today's 3,600,000 total 
does surpass six per cent. 

Furthermore, there Is some fear that by 
January the figure may have gone past five 
million. That would give the nation Its 
fourth recession In the past 12 years. 

The current state of the economy was a 
subject for sharp partisan controversy in 
the recent presidential-campaign. But his- 
tory Indicates recessions are bipartisan. 

The first postwar decline of consequence 
struck In 1MB, Just a few months after Har- 
ry Truman won surprise election. It was 
cured by the rising defense outlays incident 
to the Korean war starting in mld-1950. 

Blnce then, recessions in 1954 and 1B58 
have plagued the Elsenhower regime, and 
now a third threatens. Most observers be- 
lieve the 1854 and 1S5B declines cost the Re- 
publicans heavily at tho polls, and many are 
saying that the spotty effects of the current 
slowdown figured markedly in the victory of 
President-Elect Kennedy. 

Whatever the direct-political effects, tho 
fact is we ought all to be troubled by the 
frequency of these downward swings, which 
seem to recur no matter which party is in 
power. 

, , If tho present drop finally earns the title 
of recession, It will mean we are having One 
■very three or four years. That plainly la too 
often for the. well-being of our citizens, too 
often for a nation engaged in a deadly 
i-»H"USS|o_ with communist tyranny.

Ilo did. however, observe that the lack of national 
standards for education has led to fc helter skell 
program which finds youngsters In one state, or one 
community, rewiring high quality education, while 
those In another elate or another community suffer 
fran low quality Instruction. In a time when (due*. 
Uon Is becoming mors and mors important it Is re- 
dlculous to find blgh school atudenta In one state, 
for example, studying calculus while In a neighbor- 
ing stale their concentraUoci la centered on advanced 
trampoline. 

Critics of national educational goals claim that 
such objectives would lend to the busnboo of federal 
domination of school*. Considerable evidence already 
Is available to show that national goals can be at- 
tained without national control of abate and local 
schools. In any event, Uie dominant Question Is etlu- 
cation Itself, tha pursuit of excellence at all levels. 
It Is evident that a national effort Is required, and 
that, In many respects, public education has failed 
' i respond to Udi need. 

Cornmon gaUj are not alien to the UnJied'otate*. 
The nation wu founded on the theory that tho peo- 
ple of all the state* had certain things In common. 
America has grown (Irons- applying . this theory in 
many fields. 

Education torw the snroe advantage. Without 
cet of naUonal standards, the educational structure 
Will remain ln^equsto In an age in which educaUon-

Though men, have peered billions of light 
.. --Jan into space, they have penetrated only a 
tiny distance into the planet that ii their home. 
But slowly over the years, chiefly through tho 
usc of seismographs and the study of carth- 
mjikfl waves, a reasonably certain picture of 
the structure of the earth has emerged. 

The globe consists of a heavy core of molten 
rock under tremcirtaus pressure. Around this" 
[j j plastic, fairuanniform mantle of rock. 
Finally, an cggshclTlnin crust. 

Jt is on this crust, three-fourths covered with 
water and wrapped with a thin blanket, of 
atmosphere, that man lives and has built his 
complex modern civilization. And it Is from 



this crust that he mines the resources that 
_inpke that civilization possible. 

Also, it is on the crust that geologists read 
the records of the rrrcat changes the earth has 
undcrRonc since it was formed. They ate a 
cycle of erosion and rebuilding that began at 
the bcRinning and will conlinuo as long as tho 
world has water and air. 
1 As soon as the first land masses of molten 
rock (magma) cooled, rain and wind began to 
break them down, leaching out minerals and 
concentrating them in deposits. Rivers carried 
sediments to the seas where their accumulated 
weight pressed them Into stone. More pressure 
sometimes turned them into a class of rock 
called metamorphic — for Instance, limestone) 
into marble. 



Eventually, great areas were rifled from the 
tea by the restless crust and eroded again. 
Other times more weiRht and pressure were 
added until the stratified rocks were fused 
into magma again. 

Tho cycle is infinitely slow, and may be' 
halted and reversed many times. But It goes on. 

Nineteenth-century geologists knew that tho 
thousands of feet of sediments that have been 
laid down since the earth's beginning took un- 
told ages. But they could only guess at the age 
of the earth. It was not until the 20lh century 
that men found a cosmic clock that had been 
running since earth's time began— a clock they 
could read in the rocks.
